abandoning trains. The1 question was 
submitted to the arbitrators, who de- 
cided 'that the agreement bound the 
roa$ to reinstate aai pay men under ar-, 
rest and awaiting; trial on the charge of 
malicious destruction of property, men 
who had interfered with the running of 
trains, and men who- hadi abandoned 
trains in inaccessible places. This- was 
the same thing as saying that the rail-

As the result of the Debs strike how 


much has organized labor gained by fol- 
lowing the advice of political dema- 
gogues and such leaders as Debs and 
Sovereign? It would have been much 
better to listen to wise .counsel that is 
never found appealing to passion or 
prejudice, and which has generally been 
rejected for that very reason. 


WHAT would labor be worth without 


capital to buy it? What would capital 
be worth without labor that could be 
employed? Here is the house which if 
divided against itself cannjt stand, and 
yet the country is full of demagogues 
and skinflints who are constantly trying 
to divide the house; but the strangest 
and most dangerous thing of all is that 
these agitators always find willing ears. 


"No, THANK you," is what Compere, 


Wilkinson, Sargeant and Arthur said to 
Mr. Debs when he asked them to get 
into his sinking ship and help him pump 
the water out. There was only one other 
fool as great as he, that man was 
Sovereign. These were the same men 
who did all they could in 1892 to induce 
workingmen to vote for free trade, thus 
voting away their jobs to workingmen 
in Europe and filling our own country 
with armies of idle men and our cities 
with public soup houses. 


THERE is work for the fool-killer about 


Debs' headquarters. He now proposes 
to declare the strike off if the railway 
managers will agree to take all the men 
back without prejudice and turn off the 
men who, because they were idle, took 
the jobs others had left. The man who 
orders a strike when the country is full 
of idle men, with families, who want to 
work, is a consummate ass. No propo- 
sition could be more ridiculous, unless 
he should, in addition, demand that the 
suits the government has against him 
should be dismissed. 


CHICAGO Inter-Ocean; More than all 


others the millions of daily toilers are 
most interestad in law and order. The 
rich man has many ways of protecting 
himself; the poor must be protected by 
the strong arm of the law. The rich 
can flee to some safe retreat, the poor 
must find his comfort in his humble 
home. Strikes and pillage and arson 
and the marching of armed bands are 
the last things the workingman should 
seek to bring about. Suppose these agi- 
tators persuade the1 millions of workers 
to remain idle all summer, who cannot 
see the sorrows and misery of the com- 
ing winter? The sympathetic strike, 
which has no sense in reason, which 
punishes honest nten for the guilt of 
wrong-doers, even if successful, benefits 
no poor man, not even the men at Full- 


n. At best it will be, if successful, a 


gratification of a revenge, which will be 
poor satisfaction to men with children 
crying with hunger or to heart-broken 
wives over the bard ways of life. If 
the working millions could see this they 
would rise in their might and banish 
these designing, ambitious tricksters 
and leaden to the silence and annihila- 
tion they deserve. 


••••— 
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what labor should do at the poll*; .that 
jt should vote for itself; that the gov- 
ernment has shown by its action in the 
strike that it is committed to plutocracy 
and has no concern for labor. All these 
things indicate that there ie danger of 
more foolishness. 


What is there to be done for labor by 


voting? In one way nothing; in another 
way much. In 1892 labor listened to 
the story of demagogues and became in 
toxicated with the cry of higher wages 
and cheaper necessaries of life, and 
voted for a change and prostrated busi- 
ness, made idle workmen and set on foot 
a system of wage reduction. In face of 
these conditions demagogues and agita- 
tors led labor, in face of a declining 
wage market, to go on u strike, which 
was the second mistake. Having, upon 
bad advice, brought about these things, 
there is but one rational way open to re- 
covery. The strike-ias been abandoned. 
That is a sensible move in the right 
direction. But what about correcting the 
first and prime error? Will labor undo 
at the polls what it "did at the polls in 
1892? Or, will it listen to the demagogue 
who will advise it to vote for a job lot of 
special propositions, said to be in the 
interest of labor, that will not be worth 
the paper they are written on? The 
whole labor propopsition is embraced in 
the declaration of Abraham Lincoln: 


Labor is like any other commodity in 


the market—increase the demand for it 
and you increase the price of it. 


Labor unwittingly voted in 1892 to 


decrease the demand for labor in Amer- 
ica by voting for a low or revenue tariff, 
and the result is well known. That re- 
sult can be re'tersed only by taking the 
back track and voting to restore the 
demand for labor that the country had 
in 1892. Legislation from 1861 to 1892 
was invariably upon the principle of in- 
creasing the demand for labor, and the 
result was that wages were increased all 
the way from DO per cent to 400 per 
cent. Increasing the demand for labor 
has more -effect on wages than 
all 


the unions ever organized on the 
Debs plan for strike purposes. Both

OLBVEIAHD, O., July 14.—The perfect 


July weather which had prevailed on 
the sooth shore of Lake Erie for the 
past two days, and which, with its 
fresh lake breeze, had been a revela- 
tion to the Endcavorers from the heated 
interior towns and cities, was broken 
yesterday afternoon by a heavy rain- 
storm.

The session of Friday morning was 


opened by the announcement of the 
coBimltteoi appointed by Chairman 
Dickinson.

A NEW 
PHASE OF IT. 


The Fnllmmi Boycott May Resnlt in Bet- 
ter Ternu to • Long-Stafferlng Public. 
WASHINOTOS, July 14.—The agita- 


tion of the question as to whether the 
Pullman cars are properly the subjects 
of interstate commerce is morally cer- 
tain to result in the early passage of 
an amendment to the Cullom act plac- 
ing them under the jurisdiction of the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission, 


which will be granted power to regu- 
late the management of the car 
service 
and 
the 
rates 
to 
be 


charged to the public for the accom- 
modations 
offered. 
Both Senator 


Cnllom, who drafted the original law, 
and Senator Sherman are very much 
interested in their effort to bring about 
this change, the necessity of which has 
been made clear by the incidents of 
the pending labor disturbances. Sen- 
ator Sherman's resolution, which was 
introduced in the senate a few days 
ago, has been referred to the commit- 
tee on rales, and will be taken up for 
consideration at an early meeting of 
the committee. It is as follows: 


Ruotctd. That the committee on interstate 


commerce is herebv Instructed to Inquire into 
the expediency of regulating bylaw the em- 
ployment and use of sleeping and parlor cars 
not owned by railroad companies engaged in 
interstate commerce, the cost of operating 
them, the charges for their use. and what 
would be a reasonable charge for the seats, 
berths and sections therein. 


As will be seen, this resolution is not 


intended to be of itself an amendment 
to the law. It simply authorizes an 
inquiry, which would ultimately re- 
sult in a committee report, accompa- 
nied by an amendment. It is probable 
that such an investigation as Senator 
Sherman proposes will culminate in a 
recommendation for the adoption of 
Senator Cuilom's amendment to the 
existing law, which was drawn up by 
him some time ago, but which was 
'abandoned for lack of time to bring it 
properly before the senate. • In speak- 
ing of the outlook for amending the 
law so as to bring in the Pullman Car 
Co., Senator Cnllom said to-day: 


"This is oae of the things that is 


coming along slowly 
but surely. 


There is no donbt that this company 
should be regulated as strictly and as 
carefully as my railroad corporation, 
and the same thing is true of the ex- 
press companies, which are not now re- 
garded a« within the jurisdiction of 
the interstate commerce law.

Co.'s weekly review of trade, issued to- 
day, says: 


When circumstances are duly weighed, the 


strength and soundness of business In this 
country during the past two weeks are amaz- 
ing. With the seoond city In the country In 
the hands of a lawless and murderous mob, be- 
sides many other cities and towns; with rail- 
way traffic almost entirely stopped over the 
vast area between Toledo and the Pacific, 
with presidential proclamations declaring the 
existence of an Insurrection, and the passionate 
answer ordering half a million men to stop 
work; v. ith a prolonged strike of coal miners 
not fullv ended In manv states, and with 
differences between the bouse and senate on 
the tariff question so wide that duties aftectlng 
mining and manufactures cannot be antici- 
pated, industries and trade have, neverthe- 
less, gone on with sublime confidence that the 
people and their government would soon re- 
store older The shrinkage of business and 
the depression of values have been unexpect- 
edly small, thp failures relatively few and un- 
important, atid there are even signs in Indus- 
tries of actual progress toward recovery from 
previous troubles. It is a good foundation for 
hope that firm and wise action by the govern- 
ment has been upheld by the loyal people: that 
order has been generally restored and the 
blockade of transportation has nearly ceased, 
and the wage-earners have. In the main, re- 
fused to arrest Industries at the dictation of 
leaders. 
The tonnage east-bound from Chicago, the 


principal seat of the trouble, was reduced 
from 65,000 to 11,000 tons the first week in July, 
but the decrease In payments through banks 
of that city is only 11 per cent 
Manv railroads 


have not yet reported earnings for the first 
part of July, and those reported are-25 7 per 
cent, less than lust year, but the decrease In 
exchanges at all the principal clearinghouses 
has been only II.7 per cent this week com- 
pared with last year, and only 88.2 per cent, 
compared with 1892. 


Stocks have recovered a little with restora- 


tion or order, and are slightly higher than a 
week or two ago. This, In spite of the unfa- 
vorable returns tor June, earnings in that 
month being 27 per cent, smaller than last 
year. For the first half of 18B4, wholly or in 
part, the earnings of 197 roads, operating 128,- 
261 miles In the Untied States, were $869,822,- 
456, a decrease of 17 per cent, and It six Cana- 
dian and Mexican roads are added, the earn- 
ings for the year thus far as (377,970,778, and 
the decrease 10.5 pet cent. 


Speculation in products has been tame, with 


great uncertainty as to delivery of shipments. 
Wheat Is slightly lower In profound disregard 
of the government returns reporting a yield of 
less than 400,000,000 bushels, and as the official 
estimate 6f yield in 1893 was more than 100,- 
000,000 bushels short of actual exports and con- 
sumption, it is readily assumed that another 
discrepancy as large mav spring from simi- 
lar causes. Receipts and exports In the pres- 
ent disturbed 
condition of business are 


not significant 
Corn has advanced a little, 


though accounts indicate a large yield. Cot- 
ton has declined an eighth, with more favora- 
ble Information as to conditions, and the year's 
records have so discredited official and other 
estimates that little attention Is now paid 
them With stocks of American abroad about 
as large as a vear ago. and the demand for cot- 
ton goods visibly narrowing, weakness is nat- 
ural. 
The output of iron, which dropped from llfi,- 


120 tons to 62 517 weekly because of the miners' 
strike, had only recovered to BS.SWO tons July 1, 
and It Is uncertain whether it Is larger now, 
for numerous western 
works have been 


stopped by the railroad blockade, Actual con- 
sumption in June was larger by 95,782 tons 
than figures of production Indicate unsold 
stocks having been thus reduced, and the Iron 
Age reports production In the first half of 1894 
as 2 430,000, against 2 561'584 In the last half of 
1803, and 4,766 688 in the first half of last year. 


Foreign trade does not gain, exports being 


11.4 per cent, less and Imports 40 percent less 
than last year. 


The number of failures during the past week 


has been 237 In the Uultod States against 374 
last: ear, and In Canada 49, against 25 last year.

SENATE 


WASHiNfiTON. July 13—Senator Halo's reso- 


lution directing the chairman of the senate 
conferees on the tariff bill tu report uhy a free 
conference had not yet been held, was taken up 
in the senate to-day and discussed for an hour 
and a half, and then, by common consent, 
plaoed on the calendar. Mr Hale, in justify- 
ing the resolution, said that no one could tell 
what had become of the tariff bill, and that, 
so far as the senate and the country was con- 
cerned, it was a lost bill. 


Mr Voorboes. while disclaiming any disre- 


spect or lack of courtesy to the republican con- 
ferees defended the course pursued by the 
democratic conferees us being In the interest 
of speedy action on the bill. They desired to 
perfect It, he said, "on their own lines of ac- 
tion" beforo submitting it to tbe full confer- 
ence committee. 
Tbe republican conferees, Senators Allison, 


Sherman and Aldrlcb. spoke of the course pur- 
sued by the majority conferees as unusual, 
and Mr. Allison said that if the minority con- 
ferees were to be mere hyhtanders at tbe 
formal conference, it would be better to have 
the conference committee dissolved without 
delay. 
Mr. Sherman thought Chat the majority con- 


ferees should confine themselves to such por- 
tions of the bill as presented political ques- 
tions. 
After this matter vas laid aside the river 


and harbor bill was taken up. The first naif 
of iHurt been gone through at a former ses- 
sion sad the half that remained (forty-nine 
printed paces) WBR disposed of in a little less 
than two boors.
